Oampaign Pyrotechnics,
Nuewang, Ohio, Oostober 4.—DBlaine and
party left Columbus this morning at $:30,
whers ex-Governor Foster, Mr. Hanna of the
atate committeo left the party and Mr. Chas,

Moore, of Columbus, and Hon, Stunrt Wood-
ford, of New York joined it, The peopls in
the depot cheored as the train moved out and
Blaine b.wed his ackonowledgments from the
rear platform. The first stop was st Newark
where a great erowd, principally workingmen
hnd nssembled,

ZaNesvitue, 0, , Octobor 4, —DBlaine was
loudly cheered at tho depot, Newnrk is demo-
cratic town and the demoenstration along the
steects ne he was being driven down  to the
court house wus tamer than at other places,
and four or fiva boys ran along the sides of
the oarringe shouting for Cleveland. At the
court houss saveral thousand people had  as-
sembled, Col. Chas, H. Kibbler introduced
Blaine who suid anud great applause, **While
1 aceept your kindly compliments to mysolf
snd am grateful for it, 1 desire to say that
thae mers personality of a candidate for the
presidency s of pmuil aceount, but what he
stands for mway be of very great aceount in the
way of good or for evil (cheers,)  The question
befure tho American people is whother thay
wish to overthrow.

The
nows was brought to Fullerton by Tom Mil er,
a rancliman, on Thwedav morning, Tusz
Bre correspor dent, Ocroner Emith and Sheriff
Zibhel set out at once for the soene ot thoe
murder, thirtoen miles distant, followad by
fully three hundred residents of Fullerton

The sight that met the spectators wis a
most hormble one, In the front bed ronmof the
honsa lny Mrs, Percival in bed with her your
old child and with arm thrown over the little
one as though endenvoring to shield it whils
the ghastly wounds in tha heads of both
showed the means by which the foul deed wis
nocomplished, In the kitchen the body of
Mr, Parcival had been laad aleo with o bullet
the the hend.

Tho scene of the fourth murder was one
half mile distant from here. On the second
floor Augh Mayer, whilefin hed, received the
contents of a shot gun in the brain, after which
the murderer cut open the pillow and pulled it
over the head.
